•City D ads” to pass an ordinal. 
h o o g u late th e opening and closing 
hours of th e barber shops. 
We have tho u g h t a good d* a1 
about this request since and have 
hoped th a t the ordinance commit - 
te»- will see fit not to report it out 
of committee. 
It appears to us th a t the barbers 
h ave 
some 
sort 
of a scrap on 
,i mongst them selves and w ant the 
city salons to settle it for them . 
We feel council should be look­ 
ing after th in g s 
th a t 
affect the 
re. dents of Salem , generally, ra th er 
than trying to regulate private en ­ 
terprises and 
telling them 
when 
ti,i y shall open 
and 
close 
their 
plai es of business. 
Tile barbers now have a state 
license which is supposed to pro­ 
u d the h ealth of the general pub­ 
lic.
